EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 13-21 have been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The applicant's appeal brief filed on March 31, 2010 has obviated the rejections 
recited in the Office action dated September 9, 2009. Brink et al. (US 4,045,187) in view 
of Miller (US 4,617,1 05) does not disclose that hydrogen is not added to the slurry 
preparation tank or the aging tank and the organic solvent is not rehydrogenated as 
claimed in the instant claim 1 . A further search for the references on record did not find 
any prior art which anticipates or renders obvious the claimed subject matter of the 
instant application alone or in combination. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably
